THE STATE OF THE MONEY MARKET. 
how contending in the money market: one of them tends to 
lower the value of money, the other to prevent its being 
lowered, and it is of great importance to have a distinct view 
of the exact nature of each of these agencies, and as far as 
may be (for such estimates are inevitably difficult) of the 
relative magnitude of each. 

The first cause—the cause that tends to diminish trade—is 
the diminution of the magnitude of our foreign trade, 
It is much to be regretted that the most recent figures 
cannot yet be given. The Board of Trade at the end of 
the year are perhaps needlessly precise, and therefore,

returns. Ample experience has proved that these returns, asissued 
from month to month, are quite sufficient in accuracy for the

purposes of men of business. The further revision suitable for 
statistical students may be reasonably delayed till the 
publication of the quarto blue-book which only such students 
ever consult. But the last information we have shows our 
trade to have rapidly diminished in consequence of the crisis 
of the autumn. People then stopped doing business—stopped 
transacting, and now we feel the effects. Bills are getting 
scarce, and the surplus money in Lombard street, though not 
excessively large, is considerable. The figures show the reduc- 
tion, and its date. Up to October this year the Board of Trade 
returns showed a steady increase in 1864 over 1863. . Take 
the three months preceding October, our exports were :—

After the crisis at the end of the year our exports 
diminished, but up to the crisis they steadily increased. 
What happened in January we do not yet know, we only just 
know what we have set down. 

As to our imports we have only very defective information ; 
the only two months, during and after the crisis, with which 
we are officially acquainted are October and November; but 


in these there’ is a diminution too. The figures are :—

we are able to say as much as this, that a very considerable 


| reduction in the quantity of our foreign trade, whether of ex- 


port or of import, is in progress, and that accordingly an 
almost universal diminution of foreign trade brings about 
a speedy diminution in the value of money. 

If it were not for a new cause, we should expect not only a 
diminution, but a very great diminution. But we have taken 
up a new trade, the trade of lending. England is now by a 
machinery more refined and efficient than it ever before had, 
with a regular magnitude which was never before approached, 
lending to the industrial organisation and the Governments of | 
foreign countries. If any one wants a large sum of money at | 
once he comes to London for it, and if any one wants perma- 
nent capital he may expect to find much of it in England if | 
he pays an adequate interest, and gives what will be thought 
good security for it. 

This point was expressed with admirable precision in an 
important article, called “‘ Seven per Cent.,” in the Edinburgh 
Review, to which we have referred before :—‘‘ While nume- 
“ rous countries are eagerly competing for our financial assist- 
“ ance, now that assistance has arisen on an adequate scale by 
“ which that assistance can be rendered without excessive risk 
“to the lender, it is clear that so long as this new system 
“remains sufficiently popular to command, if not to entrap, 
“ the confidence of investors, the rate of interest cannot possibly, | 
“ ceteris paribus, fall below a point at which companies trading |

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the two antagonistic causes now in operation—the diminution 
of trade and the increase of lending. What may be the rela 
tive magnitude of these itis not possible to say in figures; 
but three general propositions may be hazarded. 

First. For the moment, the diminution of trade is likely to 
get the better. The rate of interest is likely to go down. 
The returns of the Banks of England and France are both 
favourable. Good bills are hard to get in Lombard street, 
and an inevitably tendency depresses the value of money, 
though the largest holders, from a natural fear of unwise 
speculation, would, if they could, keep it somewhat dear. 

Secondly. The tendency to lend to foreign countries—the 
cause which augments the value of money—is much less tem- 
porary than the present diminution of foreign trade. The 
check to commercial enterprise was caused by momentary 
occurrences of the autumn, but the increased wish to lend to 
foreign countries in good credit, of stable government, and 
industrial energy, arises from our augmented intelligence, and 
the improved state of the world. Foreign countries are 
better worth lending to than they were, and we know that 
they are better. The rate of interest tends to equalise itself 
throughout the world, because nations which need little 
borrowing ability have now more, and nations which need 
to have comparatively little capital that they were willing to 
lend, have now comparatively more. 

Thirdly. The lending propensity is a propensity likely to be 
accelerated. The value of money is likely to go down, per- 
haps even to 4 per cent., at any rate to go down somewhat, 
and the more we reduce money, the value of capital, here, the 
greater is the bounty we give to those who wish to take it 
abroad, 

The result is, that though the causes depressing the value 
of money are more powerful for the moment, and the rate of 
discount likely to be lowered, we must not expect a perma- 
nent return to cheap money, because the agency which now 
reduces the value of money is essentially temporary, and 
there is a new cause of a lasting character at work in the 

| market which tends, and will tend, as compared with past 
years, to increase it. 


Tne discussion on Wednesday in the Lords about the defences 
of Canada was in many ways a very disagreeable discussion, 
but we incline to think it was a very necessary one, and ended, 
on the whole, satisfactorily. All of us, we imagine, feel 
at heart that we would rather the subject were not talked 
about, that it is very disobliging of Lord Lyveden to persist 
in probing the sore, and very ill-tempered of Lord Derby to be 
so very clear, and very indiscreet of Lord Ellenborough to be 
so exceedingly emphatic. But still, when a vote for the 
fortifications of Quebec is put on the estimates, somebody 
must ask questions, and as for indiscretion, we must accept 
the little evils of Parliamentary Government with the great 
} advantages which flow from it. It was really time that the 
Ministry should in some way or other make it clear whether, 
if Canada were attacked, Canada would be defended ; and they 
did make it clear. ‘It is certain,” said Lord Granville, “that 
“if the colony is prepared to take its share in the exertions 
“and expenses which are necessary to its defence, the mother

‘wanton aggression by a foreign Power.” Lord Russeil was 
at least equally plain. ‘If Canada,’ he said, “is ready to 
“stand by this country, then I think this country is bound in 
“honour to stand by Canada; and if they are disposed to 
“ grant their resources to defend their soil in connection with 
“ Great Britain, we ought to be ready to expend our resources 
“in order to defend them. That is a point, not only of 
“interest but of honour.” There is no mistaking expressions 
like these, and it was right that they should be uttered.

England could no more suffer Canada to be invaded than 
an Englishman could suffer his house to be entered without 
his own consent. If the experiment is made, she must, how. 
ever unwilling, exert her whole strength in the defence of her 
territory, just as a man must sometimes place his whole for. 
tune at stake in a litigation necessary to protect his person or 
property from injury or outrage. To do less would be to pro. 
claim to every colony, the powerless ones as well as the power. 
ful, that Great Britain has lost the strength or the heart to 
fulfil her imperial function, that they must seek other allies 
lest they should one day lie at the mercy of the first powerful 
and greedy claimant. It would be to inform all enemies that 
this country might be attacked with safety, to invite resistance 
from all subjects, aggression from all rivals, to lower at least 
for a generation the tone of the national spirit, the standard of |}, 
national honour. It could not be safely done even were the 
subject of dispute a barren rock, and to do it when three 
millions of Englishmen are stretching their hands for help, 
arming themselves and taxing themselves in order to bear their 
part, would be a baseness which no amount of danger to our 
commerce could excuse. 

As to the vote on the estimates, the Ministry have acted 
sensibly and moderately enough. Having a house to defend, 
they put a new lock on the door. They sent a good engineer 
officer to Canada, accepted his advice to fortify three or four 
places, decided that Quebec fell to them, and asked Parlin |} 
ment for a very moderate vote—200,000/—to enable them to 
do their clear duty. The money will be spent slowly because 
labour comes in slowly, but the work will be done as fast as 
may be, and when it is done the British Government will 
have at least one place in the interior of Canada where it can 
disembark, collect, and equip troops in safety. Of course it 
would have been pleasanter and wiser to do as Lord Derby 
said, and go on fortifying silently and secretly, but that par-|{ 
ticular act of wisdom would have been performed at a price 
Lord Derby would not be willing to pay, a breach of the 
constitution upon its fundamental point. 


THE POOR LAW BILL. 
Mr Vituiers’ Bill for abolishing entirely the separate charge- 
ability of the varish for its own poor, and charging all the 
cost of relief on the common*fund of the Union, is one of the}} 
best measures which we are at all likely to see passed in this 
session. The tendency of all our recent legislation on this subject 
has been steadily in this direction,—to diminish the motive 
for transferring the poor from one parish to another, and |} 
for resisting the erection of cottages for the poor in the neigh- 
bourhood of their actual work. How much all that has 
been done in this direction even up to the present time falls 
short of what is really wanted, Mr Villiers’ very striking 
bit of statistics, that in 821 agricultural parishes in England |} 
there has been within ten years a diminution in the number 
of houses by 3,118, simultaneously with an increase in the|} 
nuraber of the population by 16,497, sufficiently show. Still, 
the recent legislation had already effected very much in the 
way of reducing the motive for preventing the poor from 
living near to their field of labour. Before 1857, there were 
many extra-parochial places. which paid no contributions at. all 
to the poor rates. Even the parishes were liable only for 
their settled poor, and contributed to the “ common fund” of 
the Union, from which the “irremoveable poor” were main- 
tained,—the poor who had lived for five consecutive years |} 
within a parish of the Union,—znot in proportion to the rate |} 
able value of the property of the parish, but in proportion to 
the average expenditure of that parish on its poor during the 
previous seven years. The effect of this, of course, was that 
every parish which had had but few poor hitherto, was ex- 
tremely reluctant to admit more, because every new pauper 
increased not only its own parochial expenses, bub 
|also the proportion of its contribution to the 
support of the poor in the neighbouring parishes 
|of the same Union. In 1857, however, extra-paro- 
| chial places were all parochialised, and since then almost all 
‘ these places have been annexed to Unions, so incurring a share 
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at least of the common burden. But the most important step 
qas taken in 1861, when Mr Villiers reduced the period 
qecessary for requiring the status of irremoveability from five 

\\¢ three years, made any person who had lived in the same 
\| Union, although not in the same parish, for three years, irre- 
moveable, and—perhaps most important of all—obliged the 
dant to contribute to the “common fund,” out of which 
the jrremoveable (as distinguished for the “settled” poor) 
were supported, in proportion to the rateable value of their 
, instead of in proportion to their average expenditure 

durig the previous seven years. This diminished greatly 
lithe motive for thrusting the poor from one parish into 
another, because each parish in the Union now con- 
tributed just the same to the common fund for all irre- 
moveable poor in the Union, whether within its own limits 
or outside it. Still the great evil remains that as each 

ish still pays separately for its own settled poor, it has a 
distinct feeling of self-interest, and looks upon the common 
fund of the Union with jealousy, as a sort of extraneous addi- 
tion to its liabilities and obligations. The consequence is 
that the different guardians in attending the Union still con- 
sider themselves as doing so rather in the interest of their 
own parish, and to protect it from undue additions to its 
+ burden,—not as representative officers of the Union 

whose duty it is to consult for the best interests of the whole 
Union and for the economy of its management as a Union, 
but for the interests of the separate elements constituting 
that Union. The guardians coming from parishes with but a 
small number of settled poor look with great jealousy on any 
step likely to swell the namber of irremoveable poor by sub- 
tracting from the number of the settled poor in the more 
populous parishes. On the other hand, the guardians from 
the populous parishes look with favour on any step likely to 
increase the number of irremoveable poor by subtracting from 
the number of their ewn settled poor; and thus the Board of 
Guardians becomes less an executive for the Union than a 
parliament for the settlement of disputes between the parishes. 


This is the evil which Mr Villiers’ Bill will remove, as well 
as the perhaps greater evil of a needless interference with the 
free circulation of labour. He does not propose to abolish or 
to change the law of parochial settlement, but he does pro- 
pose to pay all the cost of relieving the poor in every Union 
out of the common fund, and abolish altogether the separate 
chargeability, and, therefore, the separate exchequers of the 
parishes. The parishes will still have settled poor, but the 
common fund will pay for them as well as for the irremove- 
able poor. Hence it will no longer be the interest of the in- 
dividual parishes, but rather of the whole Union to remove a 
poor man to the parish of his settlement, and the rivalry of 
interests between Unions and their component parishes ceases 
altogether. As between parish and parish, therefore, there 
will be perfectly free circulation of labour, and as between 
Union and Union there will be fewer removals now than 
formerly for the following reason :—Mr. Villiers’ Bill throws 
forthe future the responsibility of removing the “settled poor,” 
who are not “irremoveable,” on the Board of Guardians, in- 
stead of on the overseers of the parish in which they happen 
to be residing. The effect of this, it is thought, will be to 
diminish by one-half the number of removals. For the parish 
overseers, usually ignorant men and full of parochial jealousy, 
insist on the removal of a number of poor where the question 
of the legal settlement is very doubtful, while the Board of 
Guardians, who are a much more nervous and prudent class of 
persons with respect to litigation, would much sooner keep a 
poor family themselves than engage in a troublesome and ex- 
pensive dispute with another Union. 

Still, we do not see why, as a contemporary suggests, Mr 
Villiers should not have made one great step forward. Even 
under the new Act, a poor man who has once become “ irre- 
|| Moveable” by three years’ residence in any Union, and has 

since left the Union and fallen into want in a different Union, 
where he has not completed the requisite term, will be liable 
to be removed to the Union containing the porish of his 
settlement, with which he may have no relation of any kind 
whatever, where he may even never have lived, since his settle- 
jj Ment may have been acquired through his parents,—instead of 

to the last Union in which he had acquired the status of irre- 
Moveability by three years’ residence, Thus, a man of Irish 
parentage, but who had never worked in Ireland in his life, 
and who six months ago was irremoveable from Birmingham, 
may be removed by the Union in which he becomes charge- 
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able to the most distant corner of Connemara, where he is an 
utter stranger and has no prospect of finding work; whereas, 
if he were only sent back to Birmingham, he might soon cease 
to be a pauper. The remedy would be easy—simply to give 
any poor man or family a settlement on the last Union in which 
he had been irremoveable. In this way, instead of being sent 
to the ends of the earth, he would be sent only to a place 
with the labour market of which he was well acquainted. 
The objection is supposed to be that the tendency of all recent 
legislation has been towards the abolition of the law of settle- 
ment, and this would be thought, it is said, a step backwards. 
This seems to us, we confess, an utterly insignificant objection. 
The objection to the law of settlement rests on the inhumanity 
to the poor, and the injury to free trade in labour, in their 
distant removals, and any step which seriously diminishes that 
evil, whether it professes to confer a settlement or to take one 
away, is in the right direction. Besides, the principle of re- 
moval can never be entirely got rid of. It will never do to 
relieve all the poor in the Union in which they apply for 
relief, and independently of their previous residence and labour, 
—for then, at a moment’s notice, at a bad season, or in a 
hard winter, we might have the agricultural poor all flocking 
intothe large towns, or the Irish poor crossing to Liverpool, and 
there demanding relief. Some length of residence, if it be 
only three months, will have to be fixed, and for the present 
it is obvious how great a diminution of the evil of settlements 
it would be to send back the poor only to the last place in 
which they had acquired a status of “ irremoveability,” instead 
of to places with which they often have no personal connection 
whatever. 

We think that to this intent Mr Villiers might have gone 
further without provoking any serious opposition, but to all 
that he does propose to do we are sure that Parliament will 
give a hearty and immediate assent. 


ABANDONMENT OF TRANSPORTATION. 

WE are pre-eminently a colonising people. We are, beyond 
all comparison, the most enterprising, the most successful, and 
in most respects the best, colonists on the face of the Earth. 
We have the largest Colonial Empire inthe World. We have 
governed it, not always no doubt with foresight and sagacity, 
but assuredly, during the last three quarters of a century at 
least, usually with mildness and invariably with liberality. We 
habitually, for a long series of years, favoured our colonies as 
well as fostered them, gave them many advantages in our 
markets, and exacted few from them in return. Of late, since 
the complete establishment of sound principles of commercial 
policy, we have incurred great expenses on their behalf, 
without reaping any pecuniary advantages whatever from the 
connection. We have gradually conceded to them almost 
complete self-government, without at the same time imposing 
upon them the obligation of complete self-protection. We 
have gone so far in this direction that a considerable and not 
uninfluential school of politicians are always arguing that our 
colonies cost us much and yield us nothing, that, whether 
they want us or not, we do not want them, and that it would be 
cheaper and wiser to cut them adrift. Still,—though owning 
the vastest Colonial Empire in the world, and though indis- 
putably the mildest, most generous, most considerate, most 
conscientiously well-meaning Mother Country in the world,— 
we yet are always at issue with some one or other of our 
colonies, and somehow always so manage the controversy as to 
give ourselves the appearance of being in the wrong, and to 
ensure having to yield in the end, and generally to yield un- 
gracefully. In most cases, we believe, we are technically and 
and essentially in the right, but we always contrive that the 
colonists, however unreasonable and intemperate, shall have 
‘“ acase ” against which it is found practically impossible to 
make any determined or ultimately successful resistance. We 
always give in at the end; but we always persist till we have 
created infinite irritation ; and we always push matters so far 
as to gain credit for never yielding to anything short of actual 
rebellion or the distinct menace of it,—and of always yielding 
to that. 

We have been singularly unlucky,—generally right in the 
main, but as constantly wrong in the details, in our manner, 
and in our time. No one can say that our claim that the 
American colonies should contribute something to the Im- 
perial Exchequer to reimburse us in our day of need for the 
enormous expenses to which we had been put in defending 
them against the French, was a very unreasonable one. But 
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we laid on taxes (very small ones indeed) without asking them ; 
we fixed upon the stamp act and the tea duty, both peculiarly 
unpalatable; we roused their pride; we were obstinate and 
supercilious ; we drove them to rebellion and were beaten.— 
In, the case of the Canadas, we never fairly grappled with 
their grievances till they rebelled ; but as soon as the rebellion 
was put down, we grappled with them so effectually that we 
have had scarcely any difficulty since—When we were despe- 
rately hard pressed, and almost at our wits’ end, in consequence 
of the accumulation of convicts on our hands arising from the 
necessity of for a while stopping transportation to Australia, 
Lord Grey, in his extremity, sent a shipload of convicts to the 
Cape, who were picked men and had undergone the reformatory 
portion of their discipline at home. We believe they might have 
been received without any mischief or danger ;—we consider 
the refusal to receive them to have been distinctly a lawless 
act ;—we think the Cape colonists behaved with very unneces- 
sary insolence, and that kind and generous feeling should have 
made them glad to assist the mother country in her dilemma. 
But’ the public mind had been so inflamed by the reckless 
mismanagement of the entire Transportation scheme for some 
years back, and by the consequences that had ensued in New 
South Wales, that passion prevailed over reason and good 
feeling, and the convicts were not allowed even to land. The 
Government here was deeply hurt and annoyed, but it was 
clearly a case in which coercion could not with decency be 
ventured on. We pocketed the affront, sent no more convicts, 
and again showed our colonies how, and apparently how only, 
they could gain their end.—The reiterated representations, 
the appalling disclosures, the unanswerable arguments, the 
solemn appeals of philosophers and jurists and men of ex- 
perience and committees of inquiry, against the whole system 
of Transportation produced scarcely a perceptible effect upon 
the Government at home, though persisted in for years. 
| They felt their own difficulties and those alone, and continued 
toship off their embarrassing abominations to the Antipodes; till 
at.length the colonists could stand it no longer, and positively re- 
fused to continue any more the cess-pool for English crime ; and 
ast heirrefusal wasexpressed in pretty dogmatic terms, and asthe 
simultaneous discovery of the gold fields afforded a plausible 
excuse for yielding, the Home authorities gave way, the case 
being clearly neither arguable nor jightable at all—Finally, our 
Government, untaught by its many failures and defeats, 
| unable to grasp a principle, or foresee a danger, or abstain 
| from snatching at any temporary relief which offered a 
prospect of postponing the day when a knotty question would 
at last have to be grappled with,—commenced its new Penal 
Colony of Western Australia. It might have known that the 
irritable dread of the Eastern Austrclian Colonies would be 
soon aroused again upon the subject ; it ought to have listened 
to those at home who had long since proved to it that Trans- 
portation, as a punishment for crime and a mode of dealing 
with criminals, was at once iniquitous and ineffectual ;—but it 
caught a glimpse of a few years’ respite from its difficulties, 
and it refused either to listen or forecast. The natural con- 
sequences followed; the old story was once more repeated: 
the older colonies remonstrated first gently, then angrily ; 
they were scarcely heard, and in truth their fears had almost 
no ground; they encountered no real danger, and their 
demands were both unreasonable and unjust; bat on this 
subject the colonial mind had become too morbidly excited for 
either justice or decorum. The Ministry of Victoria took the 
indecent and unprecedented step, independent of the Governor, 
of inviting all the other Australian colonies to join in a sort 
of conspiracy to coerce the mother country, Europe, and 
Western Australia, into abandoning transportation, by a sort 
of non-intercourse act,—and an Anti-transportation League 
was formed for the purpose of collecting and shipping back to 
England as many convict expirees as possible ; and one ship- 
| load, we believe, actually sailed. Of course when matters 
reached this point there was nothing for it but either to snub 
and coerce the refractory and meddling colonists, or to yield 
to their unwarrantable demand. Mr Cardwell, wisely enough, 
determined on the latter alternative, and with considerable 
tact, seizetl on a happy incident as an an excuse for yielding ; 
and: transportation to Western Australia is to cease within 
three years. 





Of course we rejoice at this determination. The only 
matters for regret are, that it was not arrived at years ago, 
and that it should now have the appearance of being adopted 
under menace. It is unfortunately the case that official 
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people in England can scarcely ever be induced to a 
start in the right direction till they have been beaten succes. 
sively off every false scent—a process involving long dela 
vast expense, much mischief, and much humiliation, On 
readers know that for twenty years we have steadily and even 
vehemently argued against the practice of transportation, It 
was long ago proved to demonstration, and the demonstration 
was repeated almost ad nauseam, that as a punishment trans. 
portation was utterly ineffective and unequal, that ag wy 
administered it, it constantly operated as a reward and often gg 
@ positive inducement to crime. If, indeed, we had reserved 
it for young criminals not yet hardened and still reformable, 
we might have rescued thousands from a career of crime, and 
have inflicted no injury upon the settlement to which 
were sent. If we had reserved it for the ultimate destination 
of those who had undergone their full sentence in Englang 
and were sincerely anxious to commence a new course, under 
new auspices, in a new world,—the practice might, and we 
have no doubt would, have proved a blessing to all parties, 
and would never have raised the faintest opposition. But to}! 
create a purely penal settlement was to found a Hell; to send’ 
and finally turn loose thousands of villains in an already 
peopled colony was to poison and dishonour it for ever; ing 
word, transportation, under any form yet practised, was a 
clumsy blunder and a shameful wrong,—and a system that 
could never come to good. Our last penal colony has aow to 
be abandoned and purified, and in future Great Britain must 
deal with her dreaded problem, and not evade the difficulty by 
sending it unsolved elsewhere. 


So far good. But naturally enough the colonists of 
Western Australia feel themselves aggrieved at this with. 
drawal of what for the last fourteen years has been their 
main supply of labour, and have put forward a claim for 
compensation :—and we confess we are not satisfied that Mr 
Frederick Elliot’s very clever answer to the memorialists quite 
disposed of their arguments. It is perfectly true that before 
1850, when it was first resolved to send convicts to Western 
Australia, that colony was reduced to the most deplorable 
condition ; it had proved a complete failure, and was rapidly 
sinking into ruin. It is equally true that since it became a 
convict colony the free population has increased fourfold} 
that the commerce has quintupled, as well as the number of 
acres brought under cultivation; that nearly a million of 
Government money has been spent there, and that some roads 
and a certain amount of public works have been completed, 
and much more has been begun. Still the facts remain that 
the colony was wholly unable to maintain itself before convict 
labour was introduced, and probably cannot now get on with-|/ 
out it ;—that in 1850 the few remaining capitalists and set- 
tlers were about to give up the struggle and abandon the 
colony, and were’only encouraged to struggle on by the pros-|/ 
pect of a large supply of convict labour; and that a great 
proportion of the free emigrants who were sent out were|} 
induced to choose that colony rather than any other, partly 
by the consideration that an abundance of forced labour 
would be always supplied to them. Both settlers and emi- 
grants relied upon that supply :—the advantages anticipated 
from it made their inducement to encounter the undesirable 
stigma of being a convict colony:—the stigma has been in- 
curred and will remain ; the forced labour has been with- 
drawn at the end of a limited term of years. 


There can be no question but that transportation ought to}/ 
be and must be discontinued, and that its discontinuance is 
absolutely necessary for the future prosperity of the newly- 
discovered and far more promising though distant portion of 
the colony itself. But we fear there is almost as little ques- 
tion that this discontinuance will prove fatal to the existing 
settlement, that is, to the capitalists and emigrants aboub// 
Perth and Fremantle.

THE COMMERCIAL STATE OF AUSTRIA, { 
. 
(From A CORRESPONDENT AT VIENNA.) i 


Vienna, January 6, 1865. | 
Yes, another Brack is required to teach Austrian statesmen ||! 
that great truth, ‘enough for them to know,” that the 
material interests of a people play a more prominent part in 
determining the place it shall hold among the nations of 
Europe than diplomatists of the old school could hitherto | 
bring themselves to believe. Mr Von Bruck, formerly a mer- 
chant of Trieste, was a business man of the first oir, 


capable of great conceptions and vigorous in their execution. 
With the prophetic eye of genius, he, as Minister of Com- 
merce from 1849 to 1853, amidst the wailings of all the old 
women in and out of the Cabinet, replaced the prohibitive 
duties then existing by protective ones, moderate enough to 
admit of some degree ot foreign competition, and which did 
not fail to expand the trade of the country. He fostered the 
construction of railways with cheap foreign iron, created 
financial institutions, and, as Minister of Finance in 1859, 
restored the value of the currency. The unfortunate 
campaign of Italy upset all his pians, and he ended his life in 
despair. Since then the Ministers of Finance and Commere 
have been powerless, the military party have held the helm, 
and landed the Government crew on the threshold of banks 
ruptey. Is there, then, no hand strong enough to save, the 
noble ship? Itis impossible to overrate the influence that 
one man of genius at this moment might exercise on the 
fortunes of the Empire. Freiherr Von Hock, the President of 
the office of indirect taxes, is, undoubtedly, a very able man, 
an admirable writer on subjects of taxation, and has the repy- 
tation of entertaining liberal commercial opiniogs. 

he returns from his present bootless mission to Berlin, we 
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shall see whether he has the stuff in him, without which he 
may be a very clever Customs House collector, but can never 
become the regenerator of the commerce of his country. The 
time for half measures is gone by. Nothing but a large com- 
prehensive system of reforms can put Austria into the place 
she is destined to hold if wisely governed. In attempting to 
sketch in a few broad lines the nature of such a system, I 
should like to eschew all allusions to politics as not coming 
within my province, but as an absolute faith in the main- 
tenance of peace is the keystone to the edifice of Austrian 
prosperity, let me whisper a few words on that sore subject. 
Italy is the bugbear which keeps 50,000 men more than are 
otherwise required in armed idleness, and as long as Austria 
refuses to acknowledge the present status quo, and as long as 
Italy mutters “On to Venice,” this state of things will con- 
tinue. But cannot diplomatists help us out of this dilemma ¢ 
Venetia must remain in Austrian hands, because, by means of 
the quadrilateral, she can and will hold it against all odds, 
and the sooner young Italy, guided by the counsels of England 
and France, suppresses her sighs for Adria, the better for her- 
self. Austria, on the other hand, ought to acquiesce in what 
is, and may all the more readily do so as the recent vagaries 
of the Pope insensibly loosen the bonds of the concordat. On 
the consummation of these wishes depends the saving of five 
millions sterling p. a. Hungary is troublesome, but can be 
pacified by moderate and just concessions, and the 
State will then find a tower of strength in thé con- 
stitutional spirit and loyalty of her sons. Prussia is 
offensive in her language, but will not venture to provoke a war 
in the fatherland. So much for politics. Independent of what 
might be done in that quarter for the finances of, the Empire, 
measures must be devised to infuse a new spirit into the wealth- 
producing classes : such is the natural strength and fertility 


of the soil they till, that, in spite of clogging impediments, 
the progress of the nation during the last 16 years has been 
prodigious, but industry and trade are now tottering under 
accumulated burdens and are ailing in an atmosphere of 
abuses, poverty, and exclusiveness ; they must berelieved from 


over-taxation, from the everlasting interference of officials, 
freedom of associations and meetings for business purposes 
must be granted, the stamp duties must be reduced, the law 
of hypothecation amended, the labouring classes raised in the 
scale of society by improved education and a reduction in the 
| number of holidays; the usury laws must be repealed, the 
| railway tariffs reformed, the currency placed on a satisfactory 
footing, the salt and tobacco monopolies must be remodelled, 
so as to yield more revenue with less pressure on the consumer, 
and so as to allow Hungary to work the gold mines she 
possesses in her cultivation of tobacco; the loans on the 
lottery principle must be redeemed and the finances of the 
State regulated so as to obviate the necessity of always com- 
peting in the money market with private enterprise, and there- 
by raising the rates of interest to a point that deters people 
from investing their money in industrial undertakings, and ac- 
customs them to become mere money-lenders to the State ; 
the means of cheap conveyance call for special attention, 
more railways must be laid down and the river navigation im- 
proved, and, last but not least, all these reforms must go hand 
in hand with a liberal reduction of the present high import 
duties, so as to give a fresh impulse to the foreign trade of 
the country and confer on the people at large the benefits 
which more freedom of commercial intercourse with foreign 
nations would inevitably produce. And here let me remark, 
that many of the leading manufacturers I have conversed with 
declare that they would be perfectly able to cope with foreign 
competition under a very moderate degree of protection, with 
a gradual approach to free trade, if the general prosperity 
were promoted by some such measures as here indicated. 

I am aware that Austria at the present juncture would find 
it difficult to provide at home the money temporarily required 
to carry out such a plan of reform, but as she has ample secu- 
rities to offer, and would, by relinquishing her present systema 
of exorbitant protection and injurious taxation, at once in- 
spire confidence among the capitalists of Western Europe, a 
large loan on proper conditions would be immediately at her 
command. Loans certainly are objectionable as a rule, but 
emergencies such as those that now beset the Empire are 
exceptional and abnormal, and must be grappled with in a 
manner that, under Providence, will render their recurrence 
impossible. Tinkering and patching would be worse than 
useless. BB

CHAMBERS OF AGRICULTURE 

FARMERS’ INTERESTS, COMMERCIAL AND SOOIAL, ‘ 
Tuar farmers do not occupy the social position in this count 
which the capital they employ in their business, and the inc 
gence and enterprise they, in many cases, bring to beary 
business is undeniable. And it is no less true that in ali whieh 
relates to their material interests they are subordinated to ando 
borne by the interests, real or imaginary, of vheir landlords, Thiet 
due to several and complex causes. Amongst others may be a 
tioned the fact that the business of occupying land has never a 
emancipated itself from the feudal trammels by which it Ee 
originally bound. This operates in various ways against the 
farmers’ interests. But the main causes of the depression of the 
farming interest, are a want of combination, or something like 
uniform action, amongst farmers in matters relating to their own 
special interests, and an ill-regulated competition for farme, which 
places them at a disadvantage in their individual contracts with 
their landlords. Hitherto farmers have not acted for themselves 
In many of their movements they have given the weight of their 
numbers and influence to promote the views of the janded pr 
prietors. They have been merged in the “landed interest,” but 
their own special views and interests have never had the slightest 
influence on legislation. Take as a modern instance the recent 
Act of Parliament which has converted the rural police into game. 
keepers. There is scarcely a farmer throughout England who 
does not exclaim against that measure as a social and economical 
wrong to himself. Yet the lanced gentry regard it as the crown 
and completion of their game-protecting legislation. 

Lately, however, the farmers—especially the Scotch farmers— 
have shown a disposition to act for themselves,—to take their 
own affairs, regarded in a collective sense, into their own hands, 
They have forced on an inquiry into the law of “ hypothee,” 
which is a Scotch aggravation of the English law of distress for 
rent; and they have established in Eusinburgh a Chamber of 
Agriculture, where, though landowners and their interests are not 
excluded, the purpose is to promote the special interests of the 
oceupiers of land. It is by such means and action that the other 
industries of this country have protected themselves from wrong 
and asserted their just rights, and it is a good sign in the interest 
of British agriculture that the farmers are taking a like inde- 
pendent course. 

The first meeting of the ‘‘ Chamber of Agriculture and Scottish 
Farmers’ Club” was lately held in Edinburgh, under the appro- 
priate presidency of Mr George Hope, of Fenton-Barn-. Iu one 
year from the first proposal of a Chamber of Agriculture, more 
than 300 members had joined, forming a singular instance of an 
agricultural institution in Scotland meeting with “such imme- 
diate and hearty support.” ‘bough membership is not confined 
to farmers, the wise rule has bcen adopted ‘that the majority of 
the acting committee shali be composed of tevant-!armers.” Mr 
Hope remarked that “Chambers of Commerce are numerous 
throughout Scotland, and every trade and profession is associated 
for tue promotion of its separate interests, und it is only rightand 
fair that farmers should have their Chamber of Agricul:ure.” 
And he expressed his satisfaction that “the association 
contains a considerable sprinkling of large and influential 
landowvers;” and he predicted they would “prove most 
valuable members, if they will only attend our ordinary |} 
meetings, and state their views frankly on all topics where it may |* 
be supposed the interests of the landiords and the tenanis do not 
This is entirely just, for it will be 
found that though the objects of Jandloras and tenants are 
at present different, their 1eal and substantial interests are 
identical. Nothing will be so benefic.al to Jandowners as full 
and frequent discussion with tenant-‘armers of the actual points 
of difference between the two classes. It might be said, as Mr 
Hope observed, that they already had the “ Highland and Agti- 
cultural Society, and kindred socie! ies in England, but those socie- 
ties are constituted mainly or wholly for improving the breeds of 
animals, bringing into notice new or improved varieiies of grain, 
new or improved implements of husbandry, tes ing by experi- 
ments the value of different manures when applied to the soil in 
the production of various crops, or of feeding siuffs in the fatten- 
ing sheep and cattle.” In furtherance of such obj-cts the High- 
land Society had done much. But something wore is now felt 
to be wanting by the practical farmers of Scotiand. There are 
mapy subjects which touch the interests of practical agriculture 
which the societies alluded to do not, and from their constitution 
cannot, take up. These objects were stated tu be “to watch 
over the interests of practical agriculture, tc p:omute the advance- 
ment of agriculture by the discussion of subjects connected with 
it, to consider questions which may be intruduced into Parliament 
connected with agriculture, to affurd irequeat opportunities fur 
social intercourse to farmers and others intcrerted in agriculture 
from different parts of the country.” Jere there is awple lati- 
tude for the consideration of agricultural questions, and, said Mr 
Hope, “it is distinctly understvod that whetever touches oF 
trenches on the interests of practical agriculture is to be fuily and 
freely discussed, and that uo subject, if it can legitamately be 
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alleged to do so, is to be tabooed. I trust every subject will be 
discussed dispassionately and with decorum, and with the sole ob- 
‘et of eliciting. the truth, and whatever may be the opinions or 
‘adices of others, the honest convictions of speakers will at all 
times be fearlessly maintained.” This indicates a right spirit. It 
js not that exciting topics will be constantly discussed, practical 
yestions of farm management being likely to form the ordinary 
* . But “to show the freedom of range,” aspired to, Mr Hope 
‘ated out several subjects ‘“‘on which there may be a difference 
of opinion, at least in regard to which the interests of landlords 


and tenants at first sight may appear to diverge.” 


First. The law of hypothec, at present exciting universal atten- 
tion in Scotland, and as to which a Royai commission is taking 
evidence. And ‘there are even more ticklish questions than 
this hypothec law which may come before us. For instance, the 

e laws and the preservation of game, by which many 
tenants suffer so injuriously.” And on this point Mr Hope said, 
“Tam glad to hear that of late it is difficult to find tenants for 
farms near preserves, except at very small rents. Again, there 
are the terms of leases, the rotations of crops frequently pre- 
soribed therein, and the conditions generaliy on which farms are 
let or taken on lease.........1 hope that discussions here may 
bring out clearly and satisfactorily what is the right and reasonable 
thing for landlords to ask, so that they will find it to be their interest 
to bargain only for such terms as clear-headed business men are 
willing to agree to. I have of late seen some leases so 
outrageous, that I can only wonder -that they were ever offered 
for signature to sane men. ‘The truth is, a tenant so very 
rarely submits a lease to his own lawyer, that I believe a charge for 
revising a lease for a tenant of agricultural subjects has no place 
ina lawyer’s table of fees. So much evil has arisen from this, 
which has lately come under my notice, that I wish to call special 
attention to it. It is all very well as long as a tenant pays his 
rent and remains on the farm; but let him leave, or if the land- 
lord or broker take offence at him, on many estates he is whoily 
in their power, from the impossibility of farming without breaking 
either one clause or another,—a condition to which no independeut 
man should allow himself to be reduced, or which no right-think- 
ing landlord should desire.” 


These views were well supported by Mr M‘Lagan, a landed 
proprietor, who said :—‘t Though 1 hold that, generally speaking, 
the interests of landlord and tenant are identical, and that what 
is good for one is good for the other, still there is a point at which 
there is sometimes a divergence of these interests,—when, in fact, 
they become antagonistic, and it will be an advantage to agrisul- 
ture to have these questions deliberated on and discussed.” 


The Scotch farmers have thus set an example which ought to 
be followed by all the farmers of the kingdom.

The Civil 
Tribunal of Paris declared void that agreement by a judgment 
of the 14th Dee. last, but the latter may still be appealed against. 
Lastly, the Government, from the gravest consideratious, has 
placed the Bank of Savoy under sequestratisn.” On the subject 
of inquiry into banks, &c., instituted by the Government, the 
directors of the Bank thus speak :—*‘ An inquiry hostile to the 
Bank of France was very lately demanded. We alsv thought 
right to demand an inquiry, but one more general, more 
equitable, and more useful: we considered it as the means of 
instruction for all,—as a serious and complete investigation into 
the facts which explain the greater freyuency of comme:cial and 
monetary crises.” The Directors then add this sentence, which 
proves that, whatever be the issue of the investigation, they are 
convinced that their monopoly will not be disturbed :—*t We are 
ready to appear in the Enquiry in order to : xpose sincerely to the 
country our principles and our acts, for there can be no question of 
attacking or defending the public and inviolable contract, which 
has established the rights, the duties, and the privileges of the 
Bank of France.” 


In connection with this bank question, it may be mentioned that 
M. Isaac Pereire bas brought out a new ed'tion of his pamphlet, 
and has added to it some new matter and numerous documents. 
He has also comprised in it his letter to tne KConoMisT.

It may be remarked 
that of the 300,000 bales increase over 1864 reckoned upon, we 
have already received over 100,000 increase in seven weeks ; and as 
the excess in 1864 over 1863 was nearly 700,000 bales, it cannot 
be contended that our estimate for the present year is an extrava- 
gant one.

The trade will be best able to judge what reduction ia price 
will be necessary to increase the demand by 15,000 bales per 
week over that of 1864. It is clear that prices of raw cotton must 
now be ruled by the demand for goods; as long as they remain 
over sixpence to ninepence for short staples, and ninepence to 
twelvepence for long staples, there will be no check to the efforts 
made in all quarters to supply us with cotton. The returns show 
that Bombay sent us in 1861 over a million bales of cotton, with 
an average price in this country of only sixpence per Ib for fair | 
Surats. In 1864, Bombay sent us about 60,000 bales less, with an 
average price of twenty pence per lb! 

There has been a fair amount of activity in the markets for 
colonial and for:ign grocery produce, this week, and although the 
transactions have not been to say extensive, most descriptions 
have changed hands to a moderate extent, and prices have ruled 
firm. The greatest want of animation appears to have prevailed 
in the tea trade, the public sales held having passed off slowly, 
but without leading to any material change in the quotations, 
whilst in the private contract market, both India and China pro- 
duce has sold slowly, on former terms. Last week, duty was 
paid on 1,126,261 ibs of tea, and the export for the week ending 
Feb. 16 reached 190,950 lbs, making atotal of 1,311,211 lbs, against 
1,309,746 lbs last year. The rum market has been quiet, although 
Government have accepted tenders for 65,000 gallons.

SIATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Marx Lang, Fripay Evenina. 

The arrivals of wheat up to our market, this week, coastwise 
and by land-carriage, have been very limited ; hence, the show of 
samples has continued trifling. Both red and white qualities have 
changed hands steadily, at about stationary prices. Fine foreign 
wheats have realised extreme rates; but inferior kinds have com- 
manded very little attention, at about previous quotations. Only 
a limited quantity of English barley has come to hand ; but the 
imports from abroad have been seasonably extensive. On the 
whole, the trade has ruled firm, and, in some instances, prices have 
advanced 1s per quarter. There has been only a limited business 
doing in malt—the receipts of which have not increased—at the 
late decline in value. The few parcels of oats on the stands have 
been disposed of at 1s per quarter more money. Beans have sold 
freely, at an improvement in value of 1s per quarter ; but the de- 
mand for them has been by no meansactive. English and foreign 
) flour bas commanded full prices. ‘The supply of sound foreign on 
offer is limited. 

In the various local markets, wheat has ruled about stationary ; 
but the value of spring corn has had an upward tendency. 

On the continent, both wheat and flour have met a slow sale ; 
but the demand for barley, oats, beans, and peas has ruled tole- 
rably firm. ‘Ihe shipments of produce from America continue on 
| @ limited scale. 

In Scotland, the supplies of wheat have fallen off, and sales 
have progressed steadily, at full quotations. Spring corn has 
been in improved request, on higher terms. 

The Irish markets have been rather scantily supplied with most 
kinds of produce. Generally speaking, the trade has ruled firm, 
and the currencies have had an upward tendency. 

The supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane to-day was 
small. The condition of the produce being unsatisfactory, fine 
samples sold readily, at full prices; whilst damp qualities were 
difficult of disposal, though not lower in value. The demand for 
foreign wheat ruled inactive, at late rates. ‘The barley trade was 
quiet, yet prices ruled stationary. Oats supported Monday’s 
currency ; but there was less activity in the demand for all 
qualities. Beans and peas were very firm. The flour trade was 
steady, on former terms. 

Mr George Dornbusch reports the arrival off coast of 19 
cargoes of wheat, 9 maize, 13 barley, 3 rye, 1 millet seed, 6 lin- 
seed, and 2 cotton seed. Wheat has moved off heavily, at a
